There has been a rise of more than one foot 
in the Pittsburgh rivers, caused by the rains of 
the past few days. Tbe streams are still rising, 
and should there be a continuance of the precip- 
itation at the headwaters of the Monongahela 
and Allegheny rivers a barge stage will be j 
reached within two weeks. While it will tak* 
considerable more water before coal can be 
sent South, an additional foot in the Mononga- 
hela will permit tbe bringing down of the 
millions of bushels of coal now lying in the 
upper pools.
